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Residents question legality 
of new apartment complex

A proposal to put 204 apartment 
units on 22 acres between Arlene 
Avenue and Ballardvale Street in 
North Wilmington drew fire from 
more than 60 residents and town 
officials at Monday's meeting of the 
Wilmington Housing Authority 
(WHA). Of those units, 20 percent 
would be set aside for low to 
moderate income households 

Though representatives of the 
Investors Management Group Inc 
(IMG) which would develop the 
property said going to the housing 
authority was just the first step in 
the process to obtain funds, those 
present fired a barrage of questions 
‘on other aspects of the proposal as 
well. 

Residents an dlocal officials 
seemed most cocnerned that the 
proposal would bypass town voters 
by putting the project under «He 
state's Chapt 774 law, Since current 
zoning bylaws in Wilmington do 
not allow apartments of very.dense 
developments to be built, residents 
were also concerned about 
overriding town bylaws. 

No matter what financial route 
IMG takes, said the firm's attorney 
Robert Schafer, they would rather 
go the "774 route” as they "have no 
reason to believe the town would be 
in favor of the proposal.” 

"In other words, you don't 
respect town government and town 
law," retorted WHA member Dan 
Gillis. 

Schafer said his client would 
work through the local board of 
appeals, though Gillis pointed out 
you only go to thar board to avoid 
the usual process. 

Selelctman Rocco DePasquale 


said under town bylaws they could 
only build 88 units and not 204 
units on that amount of acreage. 

“It would be pretty tough to fight 
through the board of appeals,” he 
added, causing Schafer to stress that 
they put together a proposal they 
consider "reasonable and 
economically feasible.” 

Homeowners, too, had their say. 
Rhonda Lutz of Arlene avenue 
called the proposed development 
with only one access road 
“preposterous” saying “that plan 
doesn't even make sense to a lay 
person.” 

Another resident said "no one 
would argue with single family 
homes,” but added that “maybe 
that’s not enough profit for those 
who own that property.” 

In his client's defense, Schafer 
said an analysis of the housing 
market shows "a great need" for 
apartments in Wilmington. And in 
addition, he said, studies by the 
state show a demand for low to 
moderate income housing. 

DePasquale pointed out that 
“someone is finding this 
economically feasible" and his 
concern, as selectman , “is to meet 
the needs of this community.” 

Further questions dealt with 
access to the property being limited 
or not, plans for sewers, whether a 


mix of apartments and 
condominiums would be 
considered, and the present status 
of a similar property by the same 
company in nearby Burlington. 

IMG, which has purchased, 
developed, and managed over 
6,000 apartment units ‘since 1968, 
presently is in a confrontation with 
Burlington over another proposal 
According to Schafer, the 
Burlington Housing Authority 
accepted the Inducement Resolution 
in July 1985 to get the process 
underway but the town denied the 
comprehensive permit. IMG, he 
added, is presently appealing to the 
state Hearing Appeals Committee. 

"We have an awesome 
responsibility to the town,” said 
WHA Chairman Kevin McMillan as 
his board agreed to Bill Strob's 
motion to take the TELLER 
program (for funding) “under 
advisement.” 

“The Wilmington Housing 
Authority is sensitive to the feelings 
off everyone here,” said Executive 
Director Lillian Buckley as she 
asked to be put on a future 
selcetmen's agenda to discuss the 
proposal at length 

In turn, DePasquale charged the 
WHA to make an “independent 
survey” of town boards and not 
take IMG's word as "being gospel.”

The site is 
owned by the Coop Realty Devel- 
opment Liquidating Trust which is 
comprised of approximately 28 
people, authority members were 
told Monday night. They were also 
told there would be only one access 
road with two loops off Ballardvale 
Street, though there is a right of 
way onto Arlene Avenue which 
they said they don't intend to use. 

Housing Authority members 
were approached to see if they were 
interested in participating in the 
relatively new TELLER program

Crimesrate 
drops in 
Wilmington

Wilmington showed a 24,7 per- 
cent reduction in its crime rate for 
1985, according to a Massachu- 
setts Crime Report recently re- 
leased by the Dept. of Public 
Safety. Wilmington is one of six 
Massachusetts communities show- 
ing the greatest reduction in the 
state, said Police Chief Bobby 
Stewart last Friday. 

"I think our crime rate will still 
be significantly higher than the 
mean in the state, mainly because of 
the availability of cars coming in to 
local industry,” said Stewart, ad- 
ding that he was pleased however, 
that his department was able to 
reduce "almost every crime cate- 
gory.” 

As an example, Stewart pointed 
out that the number of stolen cars 
went from 85 in 1984 to 74 in 
1985; the number of home 
break-ins went from 106 in 1984 to 
150 in 1985; and the larceny and 
theft rate declined from 375 inci- 
dents in 1984 to 284 in 1985. 

Chief Stewart was also pleased 
with the latest statistics released on 
car accidents in Wilmington since 
January 1986. In March 1985 there 
were 123 accidents as opposed to 68 
in March of this year, said Stewart. 
April also showed a reduction with 
only 75 this past April as compared 
to 102 last year. 

"Though we had previously es- 
calated at a serious rate,” explained 
Stewart, “these statistics have to 
reflect our stepped-up enforcement 
effort.” He pointed out that word is 
“rapidly spreading both in and out 
of the community” that Wilmington 
patrolmen are stopping more ve 
hicles and the chances of getting 
caught are increasing.

Wilmington High to have 
$1.25 m additional renovations

Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski 
told the Town Crier last week he 
will be meeting with representa- 
tives of the School Building Assis- 
tance Bureau (SBAB) soon to make 
sure the town will be partially 
reimbursed for the $1.25 million 
pond slated for additional items-for 
the high school renovation, 

"Before I commit the town, I 
want to have one last conference 
face to face," he said, adding 
"they'll give us a good idea of what 
our chances are on every item; it’s 
my impression our chances are 
very good." 

The additional items are viewed 
as an addendum to the original 
work covered in the $6.5 million 
bond and, as such, are 65 percent 
reimbursable if they meet the 
criteria of SBAB. 

Stapezynski was told that it is not 
unusual for a town to come back at 
a later date with further funding 
Tequests once renovation projects 
are complete. However he said, the

SBAB prefers ariy"amendments to 
come in while the project is still 
ongoing. "And traditionally,” he 
added, "amendments have been 
approved for eligible projects.” 

Though some residents may feel 
the decision to seek extra funds for 
items deleted from the original 
project was a hasty one, in fact, it 
was first brought up by Stapcznyski 
a year ago. 

"In the back of my mind I knew at 
some point we'd have to do 
additional work,” said Stapczynski 

In the April 10, 1985 issue of the 
Town Crier, it was reported that

Because of harrassment in her 
neighborhood the past few months, 
most of which she traces to a 
rezoning issue, she told the Twn 
Crier "we feel we know who filed 
the complaint.” However, she 
added, in the interest of fairness, 
her street and Reed street shouldn't 
be the only streets singled out for 
this, "unfair treatment.” 

When contacted Tuesday morn- 
ing, Rhinerson said his department 
was “caught in the middle.” He

He stressed basketball backboards 
and hoops are illegal on poles and 
in the 14 years since he's been with

Permanent Building Committee 
(PBC), and Board of Selectmen last 
spring but it didn't go any further. 
The feeling at that time, he 
explained, was that they should stay 
within the $6.5 million figure 
agreed on by town voters 

This year, Stapczynski went on, 
he suggested seeking town meeting 
approval for the sum of $218,500 
to the PBC so they could “do a little 
bit each year” to make the high 
school project complete. "I felt that 
was the direction the community 
wanted me to take” Stapczynski 
explained. 

However, he added, it was 
suggested they find out how much it 
would cost to finish the entire 
project so they wouldn't have to 
look at anymore work at the high 
school for the next five or so years. 

Thus, they arrived at the sum of 
$1.25 million. This would be paid 
over a period of 10 years. The first 
year cdst would come out to 22 
cents per thousand on the tax rate. 
Thus, if a resident owned a home 
worth $100,000, said Stapezynski, 
he would be taxed a total of $22 
The debt service would fall under 
the maturing debt and interest line 
item in the school category of the 


town budget. The first year cost 
would be the highest at $206,500. 

Most of the items covered in the 
$1.25 million are items deleted 
from the original scope of work in 
previous years. A few are 
considered necessary maintenance 
items related to the renovation.

Over the next few weeks, you're going to be hearing a lot 
of conversations concerning the letters S.B.A.B. What this 
stands for is going to mean quite a lot to the town of 
Wilmington and its public school sysetm. Namely, S.B.A.B. 
refers to the School Building Assistance Bureau. 

According to John Calbro, Administrator, the S.B.A.B. 
was created by an act of the state legislature in 1948 to act as 
a branch of the state department of education. its purpose is 
"to assist in producing safe and adequate schools.” 
Specifically, S.B.A.B. can provde a substantial 
reimbursement to a town such as Wilmington for the costs 
incurred through the renovation project of the high school 

Wilmington High is presently in the middle of its major 
restoration. As you drive down Church Street, the new 
gymnasium appears to be taking shape. At the same time, 
renovations throughout the original structure are 
progressing well, This project has been supervised under the 
auspices of the Permanent Building Committee (P.B.C.). In 
accordance with the town charter, it is the P.B.C, which has 
principal authority over the renovation plans. 

Recently, the P.B.C. made a recommendation to the voters 
at the annual town meeting calling for $1.25 million to be 
utilized at the high school. It is important to note that these 
monies are not in addition to the original renovation project 
presently under way. What the voters were promised when 
they approved the 6.5 million dollar renovation project, they 
have received. The $1.25 million requested by the P,B.C. at 
the annual town meeting, and which was voted approval by 
an overwhelming majority, seeks to complete all the 
substantial needs at Wilmington High so that the next five 
years may be free of major maintenance costs. Next, the 
timing of the P.B.C. request for $1.25 million is perfect; and 
this is where the School Building Assistance Bureau comes 
into the picture. 

S.B.A.B. can offer 65 percent reimbursement to the town 
for this sum of money. The reason for this is because there is 
presently a renovation project under way. According to 
officials in the school department, there is the opportunity 
for a supplemental application of S.B.A.B. monies until the 
work at the high school is substantially completed, which 
would be in October 

To put everything into perspective, this is where we stand, 
Of the $1.25 million, for every dollar we spend, the state 
(through the School Building Assistance Bureau) will 
reimburse us 65 cents. And, what is amost significant is that 
the items included in this P.B.C. recommendation are sorely 
needed. Specifically, they include roofing and boiler repairs, 
renovations in Barrows Auditorium (that will mean no more 
excuses for skipping special town meetings), outside 
bleachers, hall locker repairs, and a very much needed 
upgrading of the cafeteria. Additionally, the P.B.C. 
recommendation includes funding for lab equipment, 
practice stations for the business education classes, library 
furnishings, and materials for two reading and resource 
rooms. 

Since these items must be taken care of eventually, and few 
of them could wait till eventually, it is prudent for the 
citizens of Wilmington to support this package now, while 
the Commonwealth, through S.B.A.B., will provide what is 
a substantial reimbursement. When the high school 
renovation’ project is completed no items would be eligible 
for reimbursement from the School Building Assistance 
Bureau. 

So there you have it. Wilmington has the opportunity to 
take advantaage of some substantial state funding so as to 
make Wilmington High School physically completed. The 
connection that this has to excellence in education is obvious. 
As John Calbro, the Administrator of S.B.A.B. put it, 
“Having a good facility for a school is as important as having 

a good facility for a hospital. 

Though town meeting approval has already been secured, 
the voters will go to the polls in a special election on June 9 
to vote for an override of Proposition 2 1/2 so that the $1.25 
million may be expended. But, as you go to the polls on June 
9, don't forget that 65 percent of this sum of money would 

_come back to Wilmington from the state. An anology would 
bbe Demoulas Super Market allowingygsou to fe your 
grocery shopoping for the next five years, with 65 cents 


back for every dollar spent. It's too good a deal to pass up.”

Tewksbury's town manager 


The recently voted town manager plan for Tewksbury was 
produced, it seems, by some private work, and not by a town 
committee. Unfortunately there are, as it was voted, some flaws. 

The 346 voters in the town meeting on May 6 were too deeply 
engrossed in the question of appointing or electing a town 
manager. It was too late to look for other faults. 

Appointment of a town manager by the selectmen was the 
ultimate decision. But a screening committee was appointed, to 
keep “wrong” candidates from consideration. Town meeting 
voters wanted to be certain, too, that no relatives of selectmen, 
or other influence-wielding persons were on the screening 
committee. . 

The voters seemed to blame the last board of selectmen, and 
possibly some of the current members, for the financial 
problem of the town. The screening committee is, in itself, only 
a symptom. 

What was overlooked was that too many town officers would 
be elected, and not appointed to office, after the town manager 
plan goes into effect. Salaries of certain officials were to be tied 
in, percentage-wise, with that of the town manager. 

A town manager is only as good as his office will allow him to 
be. To tie the hands of a town manager before he assumes office 
is to be certain that he will be at least partly defeated in an effort 
to improve the town's government. 

Only the selectmen, moderator, school committee and housing 
authority should be elected in Tewksbury. All other offices 
should be appointive. 

The housing authority has to be elected by state law, perhaps 
unfortunately, from a larger viewpoint. 

In spite of the slurs passed by one elected official in the town 
meeting, Wilmington happens to be an efficiently and capably 
run town government. The Tewksbury selectmen could write to 
the town of Wilmington and ask a few questions. The town 
manager or the selectmen would perhaps be happy to tell them 
how Wilmington does it. At least, they would send a copy of the 
Wilmington town charter. 

All officials, except those named above and the redevelopment 
authority are appointive. The great majority are appointed by 
the town manager, so he can be certain that they operate 
efficiently, or else resign. 

The selectmen appoint the town counsel, the board of appeals 
and the town accountant. There are those who feel that the 
accountant should also be appointed by the town manager. This 
paper is not included in that list. 

The point, of course, is that the selectmen have to keep their 
fingers on the town pulse, and not by means of personality 
clashes. The town counsel and town accountant serve these 
purposes. 

The Tewksbury town meeting was told by one official that 
Wilmington had had half a dozen town managers, in a few years. 
That was patently incorrect. 

Wilmington, in more than 35 ‘years, has had eight town man- 
agers, four others who served in a temporary capacity, and a 
few more who served for a week or two as vacation fill-ins. 

It might be well for the town of Tewksbury to study the 
Wilmington example, before it acts on the town manager plan. 
Flaws can be found. A special town meeting could eliminate 
some of those flaws. The town would probably be better off if 
this was done. 

Alternative thought 

If the selectmen of Tewksbury do not wish to consult with 
Wilmington, they may choose to talk with Paul Gleason. Mr. 
Gleason, born in Tewksbury and now a Chelmsford resident, 
has been, in past years the town manager in two communities in 
New Jersey. He now heads an insurance firm started by his 
father over 30 years ago, on Main Street in Tewksbury. 

This paper is quite certain that Mr. Gleason would not choose 
to be town manager of Tewksbury. But it is certain that the 
gentleman can offer some valuable advice to the town, in the 
business of choosing a town manager.

Anonymous 
caller tells 
of arson 
discussion

An anonymous caller warned 
Tewksbury police. of a possible 
arson early Sunday morning, but 
the call was placed an hour after a 
suspicious fire had already struck a 
local business. 

Police repOfts~show that an 
anonymous woman caller told 
Tewksbury police she overheard a 
conversation Saturday night in the 
Cathay Palace on Main St. about a 
possible arson, The caller told 
police she had overheard the 
conversation at 10 p.m., but 
neglected to call until 2 a.m 
Sunday. 

Just an hour earlier, at 12:55 
a.m., a fire of suspicious origin was 
reported at the Shear Sex hair salon 
at 1629 Main St. Police reports 
show that Inspector Cliff Bolton 
was contacted but stated he was 
unable to come to the scene due to 
illness. 

Arson investigator Capt. Robert 
Fowler of the Tewksbury Fire 
Department said the fire was being 
treated as arson. He said an 
accelerant was apparently used in 
the fire and that an empty container 
was found at the scene. An 
accelerant is any combustible 
substance which speeds up a fire, 
such as gasoline or fuel oil. 

Captain Fowler speculated that 
the fire began sometime around 
12:10 a.m, He said the fire 
apparently began against the 
outside wall of the structure and 
burned through to some of the 
interior panels. He could make no 
estimates of the damage caused, but 
said there was considerable smoke 
damage. Captain Fowler said the 
damage would have been much 
more extensive if the blaze had not 
been stopped when it was. 

According to Tewksbury police, 
the anonymous woman caller was 
told of the fire when she called. 
She then became upset, according 
to the report, and stated that she 
should have called earlier. The 
woman then said she would come in 
to file a report with the police later 
in the day, but has yet has to do so. 

Business at the Shear Sex hair 
salon continues, however. Charles 
Mello, thanager of the salon, stated 
that the fire had caused only a 
minor interruption in the salon's 
busy schedule. The salon smells 
heavily of smoke, but little interior 
damage is apparent. The scorched 
outer wall of the structure has been 
patched and business is being 
conducted as usual. 

Captain Fowler said the 
investigation into the blaze is 
continuing.

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21st Good Guy 
is Judy DiPalma

There wasn't a dry eye in the 
place -- whether from emotion or 
the quick wit of master of cere- 
monies Michael Caira it was hard to 
tell -- as those present rose in 
tribute to Wilmington's 21st Good 
Guy, Judy DiPalma. 

The Good Guy award banquet, 
held in the Wilmington Knights of 
Columbus Hall last Friday, featured 
a roast beef dinner, toe tapping 


background music, speeches, 
friendly conversation, and 
laughter. 


But no one forgot the reason they 
were there: to honor a lady, Caira 
called, "a good citizen, neighbor, 
friend,mother, and wife -- a person 
we're all proud to know." 

In existence for the past 18 years, 
the Good Guy award is tradi- 
tionally given to that resident who 
has givereunselfishly of himeslf for 
the good of the town. Former re- 
cipients of the award make the final 
choice from letters of nomination. 

Judy's accomplishments, as de- 
tailed by Caira and a succession of 
17 guest speakers, included work 
with the Spar and Spindle Girl 
Scout Council, Rainbow Girls, 
Multiple Sclerosis Society, Com- 
munity Fund, F.LS.H., Handi- 
capped Affairs Commisison, and 
her own WCCD committee for the 
handicapped, which she heads. 

Judy has been wheelchair bound 
for many years with Multiple 
Sclerosis (MS). But this hasn't 
stopped her from making her 
contribution to Wilmington. She 
was praised not only for her efforts 
on behalf of the disabled but for her 
work with the youth of the town. 

"You're living proof that being 
handicapped does not handicap 
somebody," last year’s Good Guy, 
Frank Kelley, told his successor 
before stepping down as head of the 
Good Guy committee. 

Walter Hale, Executive Director 
of the MS Society, told those 
present Judy was “an inspiring 
woman" who had to “put up with a 
lot in life -- as if MS isn't enough, 
she's (had to) put up with Bob. 

Bob is husband, Robert DiPalma, 
who, along with their daughters, 
Paula, age 18, and Pamela, who was 
treated to a chorus of Happy Birth- 
day as she tured 16, provided Judy 
with the necessary support and 
motivation to see her through both 
the good times and the bad. 

Senator Bob Buell, a member of 
"a dying breed of Republicans in 
Massachusetts" according to Caira, 
told this, year's Good Guy "they are 


lucky to find people like you.” 

Daughter Paula was tapped by 
math teacher Kelley to read her 
nominating letter before the large 
crowd. In the letter, Paula nomin- 
ated both her “exceptional” parents 
for the honor, though only one was 
chosen. "They're very civic ori- 
ented,” she said, "and as husband 
and wife, they are one person.” 

Judy was gifted with a Revere 
Bowl ‘from the town. Selectman 
Rocco DePasquale explained the 
bowl had to be sent back because it 
wasn't engraved to Town Manager 
Buzz Stapezynski’s specifications. 

“The problem with the bowl is it 
has Sterling Morris’ name on it,” 
quipped Caira. 

Other tokens of esteem included 
the citations from Gov. Michael 
Dukakis, the State Senate and the 
House of Representatives, and other 
town organizations; engraved 
plaques; and a clock-desk set from 
Mitchell Spiris and the Wilmington 
School Committee for Judy's “un 
tiring efforts” on behalf of the 
youth of the town.

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Gillis discusses maintenance 


of Shawsheen Tech school

For the second time in a row, new 
school committeeman John Gillis 
brought up parental concern for the 
physical condition of Shawsheen 
Tech. 

Though fellow board member 
Francis McLaughlin called it "mare 
a cosmetic problem,” Gillis 
contended the grounds should be 
kept clean and necessary repair 
work undertaken to improve the 
school's image. 

He made a motion to set up a 
review committee to evaluate the 
physical conditon and grounds of 
the Tech to determine what the 
needs are, but later withdrew it 
when told recommendations to 
improve the school facilities and 
appearance are included in an 


upcoming accreditation report. 
Bruce Perkins, guidance director, 
said it "might make more sense" to 
wait and review that report which 
deals largely with safety factors. 

Part of the difficulty is the use the 
school gets from being opened to 
1500 students each day plus use by 
other organizations in off hours. 
Also, the Tech doesn't have the 
number of custodians other schools 
of similar size have. 

Business Manager Robert Brooks 
told the committee a new 
contractor will take over custodial 
work July 1 and they will try to 
come up with a "workable 
checklist” to see that the school is 
kept clean and minor problems 
don't become major ones at a later 
date.

Claire Tremblay also did a fine 
job in the hurdles against Haverhill, 
taking second in the100 meters and 
running her fastest time ever to 
grab third in the 300. 

Justine Short has been a great 
asset to the TMHS team with her

involved “‘in this process,"” and 
the process becomes infinitely 
more complicated for those 
employers who have opted to 
utilize some form of testing 
procedure in order to detect 
“drug and alcohol abusers,"” 

The controversy, Lenox 
confirmed, regards the whole 
issue of whether or not 
“screening can be used 
lawfully. Right now we think it 
can but there are some legal 
risks involved."" 


In Massachusetts, Lenox 
pointed out, there is the 
“question of the drug addict and 


alcoholic being viewed as a 
handicapped person and 


therefore what the obligations 
of the employer are to that 
individual.” 


For, under Massachusetts 
law and federal law “the 
handicapped person,’’ she 
noted, ‘‘is entitled to some form 
of accommodation by his 
employer. You can't simply fire 
@ person because he’s addicted 
or an alcoholic. Something has 
to be done to help that person 
overcome his addiction.”” 

And as David G. Evans, Esq., 
Chairman of the Alcoholism and 
Drug Law Reform Committee 
of the American Bar Associa: 
tion wrote recently, 
“Employees. may have a 
number of rights related to 
alcohol and drug abuse testing, 
depending on the nature of the 
employment. They have rights, 
in varying degrees, to privacy, 
due process (procedural 
fairness), notice of testing, and 
confidentiality."”

libel, slander and humiliation, 
and to have the test 
administered in a non-negligent 
manner. In addition, employees 
cannot be forced by. law- 
enforcement authorities to 
incriminate themselves.” 

‘Another problem, Dr. Roser 
admittted, was that ‘except for 
alcohol there are no legal 
criteria for determining what 
constitutes being under the 
influence or impaired.” 

Both Dr. Roser and Dr. 
Johnson voiced their concerns 
that “‘the criteria for measuring 
the level of drugs in body fluids 
is not well-defined with the 
exception of alcohol.” 

And even though, when you 
take a blood or urine sample, 
“you can get a degree of 
impairment,” it then becomes a 
question of When and how the 
test was administered. 

Marijuana, Dr. Johnson 
indicated, “‘can be detected in 
urine samples up to four weeks” 
after the drug was used. With 
cocaine, a test can prove 
positive “24, 36 and even 72 
hours after it’s been taken.

As an “employer myself,” 
Dr. Johnson added, with well 
over 100 employees, he can well 
appreciate what other 
employers ‘‘are going 
through.” Which is why, he 
feels, companies such as Boston 
Edison and the American 
Telephone and Telegraph 
Company and most airlines 
have instituted complete 
programs. on alcohol and drug 
abuse, with Boston’ Edison 
publishing its own booklet on 
the subject which it gives to all 
its employees.

The only president to serve in 
the rebel government was John 
Tyler, who retired from the 
presidency in 1845. Sixteen 
years later Tyler was elected to 
the Virginia House of Repre- 
sentatives, which was part of 
the Confedéracy 

One of the most famous car- 
toons to come out of the Civil 
War era appeared in Harper's 
Weekly, May 27, 1865. It pic- 
tured Jefferson Davis in drag as 
he was being captured by Fed- 
eral troops. One week earlier, 
Davis attempted to escape cap- 
ture by doning his wife's clothes, 
including a raglan and shawl 
After he was caught, cartoonists 
mercilessly depicted Davis as a 


coward fleeing in woman's 
clothing. 
Although it was never 


publicized, Abraham Lincoln 
was the intended victim of two 
assassin’s bullets before the one 
that killed him, fired from John 
Wilkes Booth's gun, at Ford 
Theatre, in April 1865. Both of 
the earlier attempts on his life 
took place while on his way to 
the Soldier's Home. The first 
took place in 1861, as he rode 
alone to the home, and the sec 
ond incident occurred three 
years later. This time the bullet 
ripped through the top of his 
stovepipe hat 

Have you ever stopped to 
think of how something as 
commonplace as chewing gum 
came to be? Chewing gum was 
invented, if you will, by a young 
American by the name of James 
Adams, who, in 1866, was the in- 
terpreter and secretary for ex 
iled Mexican general Santa An 
na, who lived on Staten Island 
New York. Adams noticed that 
the general frequently chewed a 
substance called ‘‘chicle,”’ 
which he sliced from an 
unknown tropical plant.
